Slam '.i Polit irs 


In an address recently macle by James (J. Stone, new chair­ 
man of the Federal Kami Board, he stated very distinctly that 
the general policies formulated by the hoard as a whole will la- 
carried out. This applies particularly to the? present operations of 
The Grain Stabilization Corporation and The Cotton Stabilization 
Corporation. 
“Our client is the farmer and we are administering the Agri 
cultural Marketing Act so as to give him the- greatest possible 
benefits. The board will continue to do so,” said Mr. Stone. 
According to Mr. Legge, as quoted by Mr. Stone, the program 
of the board has progressed to a point where the organisation may 
Ik* safely classified as a going concern. Mr. Legge considered the 
plan of operation to he sound and that the test of time will prove 
this to the satisfaction of all interested. While results may seem 
slow, it is not reasonable to expect that the condition which has 
been developing over generations could I a* corrected in any brief 
period of time, particularly when you t a k e into account the fact 
that the industry affected represents some six and one-half mil­ 
lion individual producing units, as stated by Mr. Legge. 
The Agricultural Marketing Aet calls for organized action 
by producers in solving their economic problems, a program Mr. 
Stone believes to be sound and workable. The government is def­ 
initely committed to the support of agricultural coope ration. Con­ 
gress determined the program and the Farm Board's job is to 
helj) farmers make it effective for their industry. 
Adjustment of production to probable marketing require­ 
ments is regarded by the Farm Board as fundamental. The de­ 
clared purpose of tho Agricultural Marketing Ad is to place agri 
culture on a basis of economic equality with other industries. This 
can be accomplished only if agriculture follows the basic principle 
of other industries, which is to regulate; production to the quan­ 
tity and quality that can be marketed at satisfactory prices. No 
matter how good the marketing system, it is ineffective when 
there is a surplus far in excess of the consumer demand. One of 
the duties imposed upon the Farm Bourd by congresses to study 
the overproduction of agricultural commodities and advise grow­ 
ers as to the “prevention of such overproduction,” the theory be­ 
ing that it is better not to produce a surplus than to produce one 
and then try to control it. 
, 
Wheat production is to Im- reduced gradually over a period of 
years to the quantity that can be consumed in th'- domestic mar­ 
ket. Cognizance is taken of the growing production of Russia. The 
axiom that the world price governs is admitted in the statement 
of Mr. Stone that “so long as the American grower produces sub­ 
stantially more than can l»e sold at home, he will have to he con­ 
tent with the world price for his entire crop. As a permanent 
proposition there is no effective way for him to dispose of the 
surplus abroad without that action affecting the domestic price 
level.” 
“Despite the fact that most oi the importing countries of 
Europe, the past years, have indicated unmistakably that they will 
Bot tolerate the extensive dumping of agricultural products on 
their markets, there are those in this country who continue to 
agitate the* adoption of a plan to subsidize the exportation of our 
crop surpluses. The theory is that by such action the tariff can bt; 
made effective in the domestic market to about the extent of tin- 
export subsidy. But, like the* t inted States, these nations have 
farm problems of their own and can be counted upon to protect 
their growers, just as this country protects its growers against 
dumping from abroad. Even though dumping wen* permitted, the 
stimulated rush of exports from this country would have a de­ 
pressing effect on the world price level, probably as much as the 
amount of the subsidy, thereby defeating its very purpose. 
“What can happen when a comparatively small quantity of 
wheat is dumped on an unwilling market was amply demonstrated 
in Europe last fall. Russian activities along that line were largely 
responsible for demoralising the world market and necessitating 
a renewal of the wheat stabilization operations the middle of last 
November to prevent further effects of that collapse from being 
felt in our own market. 
“ In addition to financial assistance, the board bas rendered 
an extensive investigational and advisory service to cooperative 
associations* 
“The Farm Board believes that organized efforts by farmers 
is the key to the solution of their major economic problems. There 
is no magic by which the government can do this for them, not 
withstanding the flowery promises of a few people who seem to 
Ik; more interested in getting farmers' votes than in bettering 
their financial position,” 
In closing Mr. Stone says that in large measure the success 
of the cooperative program depends upon the- willingness of Mu 
farmer to work with, not against, his neighbor. The Farm Board 
can help, but the actual job of building and operating cooperative- 
marketing machinery and adjusting production to the probable 
market demand rests with file producers themselves. 
The success of the program being developed under-the Agri 
cultural Marketing Aet is going to help tho average man in town 
and city as well as the man on the farm, is the conclusion drawn 
by the new Farm Board head.

In an address recently made by James ( ’. Stone, new chair 
man of the Federal Farm Board, he stated very distinctly that 
the general policies formulated by the board as a whole will la 
carried out. This applies particularly to the present operations o 
The Grain Stabilization Corporation and The Cotton Stabilization 
Corporation. 
“Our client is the farmer and we are administering the Agri 
cultural Marketing Act so as to give him the greatest possible 
benefits. The board will continue to do so,” said Mr. Stone. 
According to Mr. Legge, as quoted by Mr. Stone, the program 
of the board has progressed to a point where the organization may 
be safely c l a s s i f i e d as a going concern. Mr. Legge considered the 
plan of operation to be sound and that the test of time will prove 
this to the satisfaction of all interested. While results may seem 
slow, it is not reasonable to expect that the condition which has 
been developing over generations could be corrected in any brief 
period of time, particularly when you take into account the fact 
that the industry affected represents some six and one-half mil­ 
lion individual producing units, as stated by Mr. Legge- 
The Agricultural Marketing Act calls for organized action 
by producers in solving their economic problems, a program Mr. 
Stone believes to be sound and workable. The government is def­ 
initely committed to the support of agricultural cooperation. Con­ 
gress determined the program and the Farm Board’s job is to 
help farmers make it effective for their industry. 
Adjustment of production to probable marketing require­ 
ments is regarded by the Farm Hoard as fundamental. Tile de­ 
clared purpose of the Agricultural Marketing Act is to place agri­ 
culture on a basis of economic equality with other industries. This 
can be accomplished only if agriculture follows the basic principle 
of other industries, which is to regulate production to the quan­ 
tity and quality that can be marketed at satisfactory prices. No 
matter how good the marketing system, it is ineffective when 
there is a surplus far in excess of the consumer demand. One of 
the duties imposed upon tlie Farm Hoard by congresses to study 
the overproduction of agricultural commodities and advise grow­ 
ers as to the “prevention of such overproduction,” tin1 theory be­ 
ing that it is better not to produce a surplus than to produce one 
and then try to control it. 
Wheat production is to he reduced gradually over a period of 
years to the quantity that can be consumed in the domestic mar­ 
ket. Cognizance is taken of the growing production of Russia. Tho 
axiom that the world price governs is admitted iii the statement 
of Mr. Stone that “so long as the American grower produces sub­ 
stantially more than can lie sold at home, he will have to he con­ 
tent with the world price for his entire crop. As a permanent 
proposition there is no effective way for him to dispose of the 
surplus abroad without that action affecting the domestic price 
level.” 
“Despite the fact that most of the importing countries of 
Europe, the past years, have indicated unmistakably that they will 
not tolerate the extensive dumping of agricultural products on 
their markets, there are those in this country who continue to 
agitate the adoption of a plan to subsidize the exportation of our 
crop surpluses. The theory is that by such action the tariff can be 
made effective in the domestic market to about the extent of the 
export subsidy. Hut, like the United States, these nations have 
farm problems of their own and can be counted upon to protect 
their growers, just as this country protects its growers against 
dumping from abroad. Even though dumping were permitted, the 
stimulated rush of exports from this country would have a de­ 
pressing effect on the world price level, probably as much as the 
amount of the subsidy, thereby defeating its very purpose. 
“What can happen when a comparatively small quantity of 
wheat is dumped on an unwilling market was amply demonstrated 
in Europe last fall. Russian activities along that line were largely 
responsible for demoralizing the world market and necessitating 
a renewal of the wheat stabilization operations the middle of last 
November to prevent further effects of that collapse from being 
felt in our own market. 
“In addition to financial assistance, tin* board has rendered 
an extensive investigational and advisory service to cooperative 
associations. 
“The Farm Hoard believes that organized efforts by farmers 
is the key to the solution ol their major economic problems. There 
is no magic by which the government can do this for them, not­ 
withstanding the flowery promises of a few people who seem to 
be more interested in getting farmers’ votes than in bettering 
their financial position.” 
In closing Mr. Stone says that in large measure the success 
of the cooperative program depends upon the willingness of the 
farmer to work with, not against, his neighbor. The Farm Hoard 
can help, hut the actual job of building and operating cooperative 
marketing machinery and adjusting production to the probable 
market demand rests with the producers themselves. 
The success of the program being developed under*the Agri 
cultural Marketing Act is going lo help the average' man in town 
and city as well as the man on tin' farm, is the* conclusion drawn 
by the new Farm Hoard head.
